This was 
much appreciated, particularly in 
the case of vegetables and grains 
Mrs Deachman. who judged tre 
cooking, is an expert in poultry- 
raising and very kindly took over 
the judging of that line also, be¬ 
sides giving a splendid lecture on 
raising.,, and selecting poultry. 

Probably the keenest interest 
Was taken in the work of Mr. 
Newcomb, live stock judge; and 
in the inter-school stock judging 
competition.

The news of 
her death on Sunday therefore 
came as a severe blow. 

Very great sympathy is felt by 
all for Mr A. Ferguson, the be¬ 
reaved father and for the remain¬ 
ing members of the fammily. For 
they have sujfferred heavily in 
the recent past. It is not long 
since the death of Mrs Feguson 
and in the meanwhile M. Fegu¬ 
son himself has sufferred consid¬ 
erably. having; to undergo hos¬ 
pital treatment.

' cases where the householder has 
| failed to give proper notification 
j to the proper Authorities. 

The Local Medical Health 
i Board wishes to draw the atten¬ 
tion of all ratepayers to the fol¬ 
lowing regulation: 

“ Whenever a householder as¬ 
certains or has reason to suspect 
that a person within his family or 
household is infected with any of 
the following notifiable diseases, 
namely: 

Smallpox; chickenpox; dip 
theria; scarlet fever; typhoid 
fever; measles; German measles 
whoioping cough; mumps; puer 


peral fever; ophthalmia neona¬ 
torum ; pulmonary tuberculosis; 
glanders; cholera; erysiplas; an¬ 
thrax ; bubonic plague; rabies 
(which produces the disease in 
man named hydrophobia); polio¬ 
myelitis (infantile-paralysis); or 
cerebro-spinal meningitis; 

He shall within twelve hours 
give notice in writing as follows: 

(a) In cities, towns, villages or 
rural municipalities, to the local 
board.. .. 

(b) In districts organizzed 
under The Local Improvement 

Act. to the Provincial board.’’
